EW MEXICO is talking about establishing a state fair supported by the
N staté treastiry, to succesd the presemt snmual fair financed alome by the
business men of Albuquergue, As an exposition of the resoucss of the
state the AThugnergue fair falls short of doing the good That a siate fair cn’ the
Arizona plan shoulll de in the matter of arousing emulation among producers and
stimulating aetivity on the part of communities to make a good showing in the
gheep and cattie pens and in the vanious exhibit halls.

The business men of Albuguerque who for 32 years have kept the fmir alive
and built it up, after going deep into their owa pockets to do so, are entitled ta
great credit for their enterprise, but _he sich and resourceful state of New Mexico
should mot permit them to besr the burden longer. The fair has not thoroughly
represented the state, partly because its yesouices have been necessarily limited,
and parily because it has had no official recognition by the government of the
commonweaslth

With the fair magaged by experienced men under siate supervision and with
& sebeidy from the state, the New Mexico state fair could be made to take rank
with $hose of other southwestern states and it would do much fo advance the
various industries of the state

Thers iz 8 movemant on foot to have the legislature at its sesgion next winfer
voie a bond issue sufficiently large to provide grounds and buildings for a fair
that may be made truly representative of the state’s resources, and that will, at
the same time, provide amusement on a generous scale. The new grounds will
probably be jocated at Albuguerque as the largest and the most easily reached city
in the state

The Albuguerque business men have nobly borne their self imposed burden of
gustainting (ke annual fair, but it is time to make of it truly a state institution
with adequate support for its thorough development.

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Vote For the Amendment

ONSTITUTIONAL smendmenits commonly get but litide attention in an
election, but therve is ome pending in Texas that ought te have the united
support of progressive citizens November 5. It is a proposed amendment

4o article 16, =id provides for longer terms of governing boards of state imstitu-
tions. It is proposed that all boarde of contrei of state educational, charitable, ¢r
penal institutions shall be sppointed fog aix years, with one third of the member-
ghip retiring every two years, thus Jeaving always in service a majerity of ex-
perienced appointees.

The movement is in line with the modern idea that state schools, asylums,
and priseas ought to he administered by men competent to advise, capable to
direct, and ‘baving higbef notions of public service.than a mere desire to hold =
public affice vr handle public funds. Under the present system in Texas, mot only
are appeintments to state boards of control likely to be used directly as political
sops, but worthy men stand in fear of removal without other than political cause
It is not fait to the people of the state that its great public institutions should be
gubjected to the miere whim or prejudice of any governor or partisan leader.

The proposed amendment, providing for a six year term and the retiring of
onethird the board each two years, has been approved by the state Democratio
convention, the Texas Farmers' congréss, the state associatioms of county and
disttict attorneys, of district and county clerks, of sheriffs, of school trustees, and
of school tezshers, and the Texas congeess of mothers

Tt should have the eadersement of voters genesally, and it will be well to bear
in mind en clection day 1o vote for the amendment te artice 16. It losks to more
efficient, competent, and businesslike management of state institutions, and to
thair removal from the sphere of football politics.

Tha Great Southwest
je ot behind the rest of the countty in its use Nsar Phoenix, Arirona, there is a
magnificent hridge under censtruction, a senies of wide graceful arches bearing
the state highway; ont is instantly struck with the contrast presented by an old
fashioned stesl iries bridge near by. At Ray, Amnz, following a great and de-
siructive fire a few meuths ago, the whole town is being rebuilt with reizforced
conerete, and will be forever proof agaimst another conflagration. Globe is using
comcrete to a very large extent in mew comstruction. Prescott and Albuquerque
have many mew concrete buildings.

anti-Musons, the protective tarif{ men,

Cupitaiiacd Loeal Pride,

But they realized thyt they hud no
great nutional figure Wwho cotld unlle
the enllpe oppcsition and lacking that,
they would have Lo play up loeal pride
and try to cupitaiize it.
